MAAF ~ HEADQUARTERS, 
June 15—German supplies of. pe- 
troleum,, the lifeblood of modern 
war, went up in flames yester- 
day when oil refineries near Bu- 
dapest and in northern Yugo- 
slavia were assaulted by 15th 
AAF heavies. 

Other targets in both coun- 
tries were also hit when fighter- 
bombers during the day bombed 
and strafed the Kecskemet air- 
drome near the Hungarian capi- 
tal, while at night RAF planes 
smashed the rail center of Nis 
in Yugoslavia.
